The steamsliip Japan landed at San Fran­ 
cisco on Wednesday, bringing tbe China and 
Japan mails, a number of passengers and an 
oxoei'dlngly heavy freight of valaable mer­ 
chandise. 
The cargo is consigned for distri­ 
bution in the United Slates, Mexico and 
Europe. 
In this conneotion we must again 
call attention to the wonderful revolution 
which has been accomplished ia the routes 
both of personal travel and for the transit of 
goods from the far East since the opening of 
the Pacific Railroad—a change which will be- 
come more marked and distinct in its com- 
mercial consequences each succeeding year, 
until the peoples of the Old World will be 
forced by very necessity to turn both their 
eyes and ears to tbe shores of tbe groat re­ 
public of the West when they wish to hear 
of friends or trade profits from the empires of 
the East. 
The news hy the Japan, which we have 
telegraphed from San Francisco, is of an 
interesting 
character, but of sad import 
in some of its points. 
The Mikado of Japan 
has freed liimself Irom the personal exclusive­ 
ness which has been attached tc his sovereign 
position for many, many ages, and appears 
just now in public almost as freely as the 
Prince of Wales or the Grand Duke Alexis. 
His Majesty will come to like it by and by, and 
then, perhaps, be will take a trip to New 
York, BO that be may enjoy himself still more 
pleasantly, and “ read up” about Buddhism and 
Coufucius in tbe Bible House. 
Three hun­

of China and one thousand persons drowned 
by river floods in the province of New Chiamr.

rendered by the people of the city of New 
York, and study partisan interests rather than 
substantial reform in the construction of the 
ipal charter. 
Our oitisina are well

reached at the 
polls last 
week, and 
would, no doubt, 
make their verdict 
even 
more 
emphatic 
bad tiiey tbe work to do over again. 
They 
are wiUi.ig to trust those to whom they have 
assigned the duty of carrying into effect tbe 
reformation of our city government, and they 
will give their confidenc.' to such officers as 
may be placed in power under the now régitne. 
But they will nevertheless insist that tbe new 
administration shall be one to recommend 
itself to all sincere reformers, and not a mere 
change from one set of professional politicians 
to another. 
The republican State organ at 
Albany throws out some sensible suggestions 
in 
this 
direction 
in an article which 
will be 
found in 
the 
H erald 
to-day. 
It insists that the new charter must be strictly 
non-partisan in its character, and must leave 
to tho people of Now York the choice of their 
own rulers. 
This is no doubt intended to check 
the efforts already being made by some repub­ 
lican office-seekers to induce the Legislature 
to return to tho old and corrupt system of 
independent 
metropolitan 
commisaions—an 
experiment that has been one of tbe main 
causes of the demoralization of the city gov­ 
ernment 
Any such attempt at this time

through him to reach the whole machinery of 
the 
governmeift.

Te ^ X w tnde^ndent ^bocls 
possible in tbe government; that tbe expendi­ 
ture of money should be strictly guarded; 
that tbe

offices, 
such as

and again urged, and that the tax levy should 
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be left to local adjustment and not taken to 
Albany session after session. 
This latter re­ 
form is already 
secured in tbe 
existing 
charter. 
It is encouraging, however, to see 
an Albany paper, whose original proprietor 
was the father of legislative debauchery, and 
which has been one of the most useful allied 
of the N w York “ Ring” In its repeated 
bribery of tbe Legislature, advocating tbe re­ 
moval of this prolific source of corruption and 
plunder beyond the reach of its friends. 
Whatever may 
be 
done at the State 
capital this winter in regard to our city gov­ 
ernment should meet the approval of those 
democrats who have been prominent in the 
cause of reform—Charles O’Conor, Samuel J. 
Tilden, Andrew H. Green, Henry 6. Stebbins 
and others. 
By this means tbe people will be 
assured that the new charter is not of a par­ 
tisan character and is such as the honest re­ 
formers of the city contemplated when they 
made their voices beard through the ballot 
box. 
The work should be done deliberately 
and thoroughly. 
There will be no occasion to 
huny oyer a l§w that should be made to stand 
for years.

A general ballot 
or 
plébUeite in Bohemia may not produce the 
desired result. 
It may, indeed, work in the 
opposite direction. A free vote has frequently 
scattered the oaloulatioDs of tbe most astute 
politicians. 
The British government at one 
time accorded an almost universal suffrage to 
Ireland by giving the right of voting at 
Parliamentary eleolLons to a class of men 
known as the forty shilling freeholders- 
parsons who qualified as electors on a land­ 
holding income worth two pounds sterling. 
They were corrupted by the landlords, and for 
very many years supported English interests. 
Whpn a great public Agitator moved for tbe 
attainment of Catholic emancipation, subse- 
quent lo the union, he won his first election 
to Parliament mainly through the iostru- 
mentality of this very body of freeholders. 
The “forties" went with him to a man. 
They 
were almost immediately disfranchised by law, 
even before he gained his ^ an d object in 
the House of Commons, and that, too, with 
the consent and advice of a miyorify of the 
Catholic prelates of Ireland. 
The Catholic 
aristocracy wanted toleration, but they feared 
radicalism. 
Universal suffrage can be made 
to work both ways in Bohemia. 


Auether ProtM t from (he Pope. 
The Holy Father, as will be seen from our 
cable despatches of this mor.niop, is not yet 
tired of protesting. 
Another protest is threat­ 
ened. 
This time he seems to have a good 
case in hand. 
Much as we believe in tbe 
rights of the Italian people, we cannot close 
our eyes lo the fact that the Pope has some 
rights which the Italian government particu­ 
larly and tbe world generally are bound to 
rcs|>cct. 
Wo believe we express a sentiment 
which is general when we say that there was 
something of the cruel, something which re­ 
called the harsh policy of the rough times of 
bluff King Harry, of uxorious memory, in the 
recent occupation ol the convents and the con­ 
sequent ezpnision of tbe nuns by the lUlian 
government. 
Another source of palo to the 
Holy Father was the oocupatiou of the Palace 
of the Quirinal—a palace associated iu history 
with many Important Papal elections. 
The 
Pope, it is said, is about to make an appeal to 
tho European Powers, protestiug against cer- 
Uin acts of tbe lUlian government as viola­ 
tions of international law and of the ri;^hts 
and dignities of the couutries concerned. 
The 
occupation of the nunneries and the forcible 
suppression and closing of certoin interna­ 
tional religious bouses will form part of the 
complaint. 
It will not surprise us to learn 
that Cardinal Antonelii has hit upon a course 
of pblicy which will prove a source of trouble 
to the Italiau governmeot. 
If there has been 
any violation of the principles of justice the 
Pope does well to protest, and wo have no 
doubt St gU tba t if a good case is made out 
it will command t^e sympathy of the peoples 
to an extent which will compel the interfer­ 
ence of the Kovernmenta.

have Rome for their capital; bnt the public 
sense of mankind will insist that the rights of 
individuals i.nd of associations imdt be re­ 
spected.

Our correspondence from Cologne, which 
we publish on another page this morning, 
sliows pretty oonolusively that there is deep 
and settled discontent among the workingmen 
of Germany. 
Imitating tbe policy followed 
out by their brethren in England, they arc 
determined to have less hours for work, more 
pay for their labor and better trsitm ent gen­ 
erally from their employers. 
In miny re­ 
spects the similarity between 
the course 
pursued by the German workmen and the line 
of conduct adopted by tbe British meobanios 
is evident; and it ia not unlikely that the mys- 
terions influence of the International exerts 
itself in the matter. 
The time chosen, as 
shown by our correspondent, is favorable to 
the strikers. 
The managers of the Rhenish 
Railroad have, however, refused to grani 
their 
workmen 
tbe 
concessions 
they 
demand, 
believing 
that 
they 
can 
fill 
their 
places 
with 
other 
hands. 
When it is recollected that tbe laborers 
at other points are also influenced by the sams 
cousideralio.is as those on strike, and Obly 
await their own lime to do likewise, it will 
be seen bow easily tho employers may mis­ 
calculate in the matter of the procoremont of 
labor. 
The North of England ironmasters 
believed, like the German railroad managers, 
that they could supply the places of the men 
who “went out on strike.” 
After nearly 
four months of endeavor they discovered 
their mistake, and camo to terms with the 
very hand.s with witom tliey disagreed. 
It is 
not alone in Cologne workshops that the men 
are dissatisfied. 
Tbe feeling appears to be 
very general. 
At Erfiirf, C'lemnlts, Mayence 
and Dresden trade diffi::nliies prevail. 
At 
Chemnitz about eight thouaaud ironfounders 
are on strike. 
The Central Committee ol this 
large body of men has issued an addrees 
to the people which savors strongly of red 
republicanism. 
“ Hurrah for social democ­ 
racy 1” is one of the closing sentences of this 
apiieal. 
Tliese are angry signs and iiople.as- 
ant indications, and they exhibit a splrti 
among the German workingmen not alto- 
getlier peaceful or orderly.

Tiio correapoadenco is interest­ 
ing and instructive, as it will tend to dis­ 
abuse the minds of many persons of the 
erroneous views and wrong concpt ions they 
have formed of the great empire ol’ Northern 
Burope. Particular attention will now, more 
khan at any other time, be direcied to matters 
appertaining to Russia, from the fict that we 
Wui shortly have among us a.s a gu<*s‘. the son 
Of the only European potentate who truly and 
openly sympaliiized with us In our struggle for 
Ihe miiioteriiiacc of the republic of the United 
States under one government and under 
one flag. It is the recollection 
of tliis 
active and undisguised synipaiiiy which 
animates 
the American peonlo at this 
time to 
accord to a prince of the 
Ruasian-cmuira a genuine republic in welcome 
|o our shores. 
In more rospcc'S than one 
la it a 
fliling ocoasiou for im to give 
to our readers the sketch of Russia as 
It is which has been so oppurtuncfr for­ 
warded us from our correspondent in St. 
Petersbiirg. The empire, it will 
seen, has 
not lagged behind in the projcress which in 
almost every clime marks the age in which we 
live. 
Attentive perusal of tlte brief oorrespond- 
•noe referred to—brief when wc cotiaidor the 
magnitude of the subject treated—illustrates 
the rapid progress which Riis.sia has made 
during the lust twenty years. Thu re.aalt of 
ihe Crimean war pointed out to the imperial 
government at, St. Petersburg the weakuess of 
ih« empire iu s-'veral respects. Th ' lesson was 
profited by; and perhaps to the disasters which 
Russia expe.’ ienc'd in that memorable campaign 
may be credited the vast network of railroads 
Which now spreads itself all over the dominions 
Of the Czar. For the constructiou of those 
Works foreign labor had to be in*roduced, and 
the comparisons instituted b dween the work­ 
ingmen of other lands and those of Rnssia 
•uggested to the advisers of the Crown, no 
Iflonbt, the necessity of gre tier intelli­ 
gence among the poor classes. The Czar, 
fdive to the importance of the subject, 
gladly favored the idea of improving Ihe con­ 
dition of his subjects, and now slmost all of the 
large tow ns of the empire can boast of schools 
Ibr the education of the people. Even In the 
Tillages sciiooU are springing tip, and the good 
^ork which em.iacipation inaugar.itcd is being 
oompleled. The fruits of t&is spread of Uber- 
alism—for liberalism in a certain sense it 
may be considered—baa already exercised a 
kealtby influence over the minds of the masses. 
They are improving;, and in no way so marked 
M in the Ireatmenl of their women. The wife 
of the soif was doubly a slave—a slave to her 
master and worse than a slave to her hua- 
liaad; but the dawn of a better intelligence 
tonong them has taught him a different line of 
.oonduct. 
While in the directions we have indicated pro­ 
gression marches on with appreciable strides, 
in other respects not more neco.ssary to the 
fbturo greatness of the empire are improvements 
the le.ss marked. Olflolai corruption, long a 
atanding d sgrace to the country, is disappear­ 
ing and giving way to a more honest discharge 
of duty by those who hold oliiee. 
Com­ 
munal institutions in the provine -s have now 
an existence, and the people have a voice in 
the manag 'meat of their local afl'aira. Trial 
by jury at nrcsent affords the stihject charged 
with an offence a protection whicii he was for­ 
merly deprived of, aud capital punialiiaent will, 
are long, cease to exist. The poor have now 
that pro:cction by means of wise and just laws 
Which formerly was possessed o.ily by the 
rich, and the cruelties in former times prac- 
tised on prisoners have now little or no exist­ 
ence. 
Russia of the past and ¿ho empire of the 
present afford a study both interesting and 
inslruolive. The history of the last twenty 
years reveals an improvement within its 
boundaries, the more remarkable because of 
the opposition with which m.vny of them were 
met by the nobility. The liberation of the 
serfs showed that the Czir was alive to 
C 
fress; Ihe construction of railroads proved 
appreciation of the great part which steam 
is to play in t he developments of the f uture ; the 
attention given to mining and agriculture points 
out that Alexander is not unaware of the rich 
bouuUcs which nature has bestowed upon his 
dominions, and his ability to tili'izc them so 
that they may redound to the heneflt of bis 
iubjects is evidenced iu the many works in 
progress throughout the country. Under the 
rule of Alexand'T the press possesses a de­ 
gree of freedom not enjoyed by some other 
European nations boasting of greater enlight­ 
enment. 'Jhavol is free aud iinr.t.st.ricted, and 
protecllou is accorded to the tourist from 
no matter what clime he hails. In thus speak­ 
ing of Kussia we do so with pride, because it 
records the elevation of a people recently sunk 
in a slate of sjcial demoralization by serfdom ;

The office is purely^ 
honorary and is held for two years. The Lord 
Rectorship of the University of Glasgow has 
been an object of ambition to many of the 
most illustrious statesmen and authors of the 
three kingdoms, and the chair, which has 
never been filled by an inferior man, ban been 
honored by some of the brightest names in 
politics and literature, Edmund Burke, Sir 
Robert Peel, Lord Macaulay, Lord Egllnton, 
Sir Archibald Alison, Lord Palmerston, the 
Dnko of Argyll and Lord Lytton have all 
proudly accepted the honor.

The queailoa ol the Roman convents threatens to 
bring the Italian government into serious difflcul- 
tles. In tbolr eagerness to go to Romo, or rather 
under the uecesslty ol yielding to the popular outcry 
for tne possession ol Rome, the siatesmcn rnlmg in 
the name of King Victor Emmanuel bound them­ 
selves to two distiiici poUeles, wiiloh lucy now do 
not find R easy to reconcile. They proclaimed the 
principle ot "airee Church iu a free State,” and 
they guaranteed to the Pope not ouly the lullen in- 
vlolabilliv of Uls person and dignity, but also the 
unlimited exercise ol liis spultual authority. It so 
happens, however, that la Rome the I’oiiiiif’.s spir- 
tluai authority was lu a great measure tiicntiiied 
with Uls temporal power. Conse.’ueutiy it was 
not easy to allow the Church freedom con* 
sislonlly with any scheme aliumg to cur­ 
tail her sovorelguty. 
Rome was Hie Holy 
City. All that was connected with the rollgious 
1110 01 the Catholic world was at home wiihtn its 
walls. From Ciic Pope and his College ol Cardinals 
to the meanest lav brother in a Copiichlu convent, 
the hierarchy coDstitnted one body—a body whlcii, 
noiwtthstandlag the local cnaracicr ol the Papal 
principality, was neither Koman nor lUUiau, but 
universal, and incnidcil reprcMeataiis'Cs of all na­ 
tions. 
If the Church wa.s to be lyci-ffcily tree 
throughout the Italian kingdom, and yet to have 
Its seal la Its capital, clearly uotlung whatever t hat 
belonged to U coiihl be touched—uono of tne con­ 
vents, and especially none of thO'SO which were 
placed under foreign protection, aud none of those 
central houses at Hie nead ot monastic orders, 
wUTcli tiaVo their r.imiilc,viious all over Hie world.

On the other hand the Itallaii gov- 
ernmeiit came tuto possession of Rome as tne ad­ 
ministrator Of Hie laws of the Italian kingdom, and 
was obliged either to proceed to iheir Immedlaie 
application or so to luodifv them as to render them 
compatible with the peculiar ciicumstancos ot the 
caidial, wiHiout, however, making taem repug­ 
nant to the liberal aspirations of the country. The 
atioimon of monasiio orders in Italy was Ur.st voted 
t»y the PledinoutoRC Partíame it in 1S5 >- Four or 
live .years later the so-called Rataz/.l law was ex­ 
tended to all me annexed provmces; but it was re- 
vLsed with important modiQcatlous in 1801-7, a ta 
time wneii tne King’s goveiument entcriatned some 
hopes of reconciliatlou with the court ot Home, aud 
deemed It possible to atialn that object by an exten-

menU monastic estabushmenis ceased to oxlsi as 
commantties and tbeir pro-,.ercy was conhsoatea, 
lienslona being only allowed singly to tnetr 
members durlug the; ,• iiietirae. The brotherhood or 
sisterhood was nor, i. . over, in all Instances com­ 
pelled to go immedciiciy asunder, and the muul- 
oipai corporations which came into posse-ssion of the 
religious hoffscs wore fiouueutly induced to allow 
leInmates to abide in them, clubbing together 
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Mielnmates to abide in

With the ‘‘generaUs” or his uionastio army Ihe com- 
mauder-ln-chtef of the faltliful, the Pope himself, 
would have to go. Those heads of orders are as 
many departments of tne united ecclesiastical ad- 
ministrailon. Italy can no more suppress the or­ 
ders than she can suppress the Church thruughoiit 
the world. She cun tmnlsh both the orders and the 
Church from Rome; but if she allows them to re­ 
main there she must also grant them that peculiar 
organization which U to them a condition of exist­ 
ence. “Sint nr sunt a"r fion sint” has at all times 
been the rale with Roman catholic establishments. 
• • * By a variety of subtle compromises tne 
Italian governnieiu will endeavor to make tne pro- 
longed existence oi monks and nuns oompaUble 
wltn the liberal institutions which are to become 
Hie btrthrlght of the Romans as of all other lUlians. 
But the task will be no easy one, and Its success 
will In a great measure depend on the fitness of the 
Italian people for that religious and poiiilcal froo- 
dom 10 which they justly aspire.
